When William A. Brady arranged to 
present the Galsworthy play in America, 
it was a part of his agreement with the 
original producers that Mr. Dean, who 
had done such admirable work in stag- 
ing the play in London, should perform 
a like service in connection with the 
American production. The cast with 
one or two exceptions was selected by 
Mr. Galsworthy and Mr. Dean in Lon- 
don, and the production which Mr. 
Brady will present here following its 
long and notably successful run at’ the 
Bijou The itre, New York, is a duplicate 
of that which thrilled theatre-goers in 
London. 

In ‘The Skin Game,” which has been 
acclaimed as Galsworthy’s greatest play, 
that eminent English dramatist tells a 
stirring and wholly human story of class 
conflict. It is the story of the feud be- 
tween the Hillcrists and the Horn- 
blowers, and while Mr. Galsworthy has 
placed the play in an English setting, its 
application is universal. And the facet 
that “The Skin Game’ duplicated in 
New York the triumph it achieved in 
London, affords ample evidence of its 
universality.

ments of epitaphs’ with which Mrs. 
Malaprop continuously interlards her 
conversation, and she with Sir Anthony, 
Sir Lucius and Bob Acres make a quartet 
of characters that have no equal in any 
play in the English language. 

Comedies have come and gone since 
“The Rivals’’ was first acted nearly a 
hundred and fifty years ago, and there 
has since been written none to equal it, 
To have lived and to have been acted for 
the pleasure of so many successive gen- 
erations of pliy-goers is a record accom- 
plished by few plays outside of Shake- 
speare’s, and “The Rivals” is one of 
then. It will be staged at the Copley 
under Mr. Jewett’s personal direction, 
and the entire company will be in the 
east. 


Historical Andover No. 176, Part 1 


To continue the Noyes family in de- 
tail would be taking too much time at 
present. From the family best known 
heve, I will select a few items that will 
appeal to the descendants, hoping they 
will get the book, and give one copy to 
our reading room, so we can all see the 
goodly doings of this tribe. — Rev. 
Janes Noyes did not send a descendant 
here till long after his brother had done 
much of the service alrealy treated in 
Nos. 175, part one, issued Septenber 
3, 1920, and 175, part two, issued Jan- 
uary 7, 1921 — *‘On the way to Andover,” 
both treating mainly of the first install- 
ment of the line of Nicholas including 
our war physician, Dr. Ward Noyes, who 
served with both the French War and 
the Revolution as a hospital surgeon. 

Back in old Newbury, not torgotten, 
lived the line of James (1) the parson. 
Our Andover line descends from Colo- 
ael Thonas Noyes (2) with two wives, 


“The Rivals,” which among all the fa- 
mous Old English comedies holds first 
place as a masterpiece of humor and 
dramatic construction, will be given at 
the Copley Theatre next week. Having 
stood the test of time through many 
years of changing fashions in the theatre, 
this comedy still overflows with humor- 
ous situations, and dialogue that never 
fails to keep an audience in a continuous 
roar of laughter. 

Three years ago “The Rivals’ was 
acted at the Copley Theatre, and there 
have been many requests for its revival.

Martha Pierce, and second wife, Elis- 
vbeth Greenleaf, a fanous old name, 
for these who desire to join Colonial 
Dames Societies. Martha’s children did 
not come to Andover. Elisabeth (3) 
was the daughter of Capt. Stephen 
Greenleaf (2), granddaughter of Capt. 
Edmund Greenleat (1), adding two more 
honors (so called) to the list. Elisabeth 
Coffin was mother of Elisabeth Green- 
leaf, and all her descendants have rights 
in education at Nantucket IT cannot 
dwell on here (ask Mr. Coleman). Sarah 
Dole is thought to have been her Green- 
leaf grandmother. The Dole family, 
promineat in Newbury and wealthy, was 
settled on Kents Island. Among the 
children of this second wife was Joseph 
Noyes (3) of Newbury who married 
Hannah Wadleigh, another fighting line, 
but her mother we have yet to get. 

She was a daughter of Capt. Jonathan 
Wadleigh of Exeter and Salisbury. 
Their son, Capt. Jonathan Noyes (4) 
was a fine soldier of the Revolution, 
captain of his company with six sons in 
it. The youngest was the drummer boy, 
aged seventeen, little Aaron Noyes (5) 
perhaps a man of the size of his grand- 
son, George C. Foster (8) who inherits 
his smallness in the female line of his 
mother, the late Rhoda Foster (7). 

Aaron Noyes, named for the Bancroft 
family to which his felks belonged, of 
Reading, making Aaron a cousin of the 
late historian, George Bancroft, was 
born in 1758, was at Bunker Hill and 
sérved* three more years without credit 
on the army rolls. Full of spunk and 
patriotism, his little heart beat with 
joy at the thought of entering the army 
| with his five elder brothers. One was 
Wadeligh (5), wounded and who died; 
Joseph (5) ended his days here with us 
at Andover in the family of his brother 
Aaron and ranked as lieutenant; Eli- 
phalet (5) we called “Unele Life’ and 
Dudley (5) and Jonathan (5), all the six 
and the father had merry days together 
during the long struggle. Their history 
is well told in the Noyes genealogy. 
Jonathan Noyes (4) the valiant soldier, 
married Lydia Bancroft of Reading, 
daughter of Thomas Bancroft and Lydia 
Emery, a Newbury girl from a friend of 
Quakers. They were married in 1742 
and were contemporary with William 
Morse of Methuen and Phoebe Bodwell, 
both lines crowded with soldiers of rank. 
In these belligerent lists came plenty of 
Colonial honors for those who love to 
brag and are willing to wait at the tail of 
a long queue of would-be-dames in that 
overloaded company of Massachusetts. 
I value the fighting qualities most of all 
of my lines of this Noyes family of my 
mother’s. Aaron came to Andover 
about 1781, afterthe war closed.. He met 
Phoebe Morse in Methuen and married 
her at twenty-one in 1779. Phoebe’s 
father, old William Morse, found a 
happy home in old age with us and is 
buried in the Noyes lot at West Center. 
His widow, Phoebe Bodwell of a long- 
lived race, lived to ninety-three, and told 
us much of the lines. Many cousins 


came to the open house of Aaron (5) 
Noyes the long years of their sojourn. 
He was, from my Aunt Foster’s tales, a 
most lovable man. She was a favorite 
and lived much with her grandfather. 
The old Colonial house of his day lay on 
the Merrimac on the River road, sold 
to Crowley latest, and burned in our day. 
It seemed to her lurge and well fur- 
nished. Aaron shopped in Methuen, 
and took his boat and his young grand- 
child down to a point once called Noyes 
Rocks, but riow cove-ed by the rising 0’ 
the river since the dam was put in. 

There she sat patietly till he re- 
turced ard watched the river. About 
1830 or near that date “Uncle San” 
waked up in regard to some money pro- 
trised to the patriotic soldiers, and each 
town was to receive a sum thet would in- 
sure three dollars apiece to every man, 
woman and child in Andover, sure. We 
had a three days’ town discussion ¢s to 
its disposal. The thrifty ¢e er.tion 
that helped out in 1812 and felt pinched 
wanted it for their families. Uncle 
Harding told me‘all abovt it, 2s he was 
a grown-up man when the fight came 
off. The war veterans wanted the lump 
for a Memorial, the young fellows with 
children for extra needs. The close of 
the squabble was most exciting. Fin- 
ally little Aaron Noyes was shouldered 
by men and carried to the front, and 
shouted out his heart and won for the 
Memorial —a place to put old comrades 
when they came to the end of the long 
weary march. He had helped his own, 
he had money, but he was eloquent and 
spunly. Those were town-meeting dzys 
at North Andover in some big store, 
maybe the church on this occasion. I 
never have had tirre yet to look it all up 
in our records. Possibly a mere record 
of a vote. But Uncle Harding used to 
act out things for us and he loved little 
Aaron for his enthusiasm. He was the 
ace that dropped the bomb, and we se- 
cured our Town Farm with new bricks, 
made by an Andover man, built by 
Andover hands, on the old Osgood place 
in Frye Village. I do not grudge “Shaw- 
shin” anything, but the changed sre!ling 
of the old river’s name. Why not spend 
the sum we hope to raise for a memorial 
in an arch of real art worthy of centuries 
to come? The best talent, the finest 
place to locate it, something more wor- 
thy of the great World’s struggle we 
have gone through than a Library and 
Town House... S»fficient to their day 
must be the wants of these necessities, 
Why not go ahead and spend the sum 
raised for some worthy the action, that 
will endure for all time? 

Andover rocks, Andover brains and 
talents, a fine garden plot. Put it in 
Shawshin village for all me on the site of 
the Town Farm, and make a park that 
will include Carmel, the Den Rock and 
the river, and ‘‘Swate Lawrence” can 
help, for I suppose Mr. Wood's projects 
will end in annexing her to Andover at 
last. There we shall have room to ex- 
pand in good work and leave our sordid 
center for the people who will be glad

Weekly American Legion News 


Maintaining contact with the main 
body of the American Legion by native 
runners, a traveling post of the Legion 
is today moving through the jungles of 
Portuguese West Africa. The post is the 
first on the Dark Continent and its 
establishment leaves Australia as the 
only continent. which has not been 
penetrated by the Legion. Twenty- 
three explorers for oil, headed by Rob- 
ert Hl. Wamsley, fell to discussing the 
war on the trail out of Loanda, Angola, 
and it was discovered that eleven of the 
number were ex-service men. Wamsley 
communicated with Akron, O., Post of 
the Legion, which arranged to obtain 
the necessary papers from National 
Headquarters to establish the African 
post. The explorers will remain in the 
wilds for three years. 

Wisconsin led the other departments 
of the American: Legion in new posts 
formed during the week ending March 
19th, charters having been issued to 
three posts. Ohio chartered ten units 
of the Women’s Auxiliary and Pennsyl- 
vania, nine. There are now 10,297 
posts of the Legion and 2,366 units of its 
Women’s Auxiliary. 

When the chief of police of Amarillo, 
Tex., was threatened with death for his 
efforts in fighting the crime wave in that 
city, American Legion members formed 
an auxiliary police force and stood by 
the chief until the town was cleaned up. 

Thomas W. Miller of Delaware, is re- 
ceiving congratulations from members 
of the American Legion in all parts of 
the country because of his appointment 
as Alien Property Custodian by Presi- 
dent Harding.

After reading 
his delightful dissertation on the perils of 
flight into the resplendent firmament, I 
hasten to spiral down from my rainbow 
and plant both feet upon that real es- 
tate so eloquently commended to rev- 
erential contemplation. Possibly we 
may adopt the bungalow philosophy af- 
ter all, and develop the disease of taxitis. 

It is quite true that some plans do 
seem good to one after thoughtful 
consideration; that is why the commit- 
tee ventured to recommend the Civic 
Center idea to the town. Mr. Frost is 
quite justified in saying that the general 
sentiment of the Town meeting was hos- 
tile to the proposal. But it is equally in- 
disputable that misconceptions were 
fostered and given currency in the dis- 
cussions. 

In the first place no action was asked 
for, that involved the town in any con- 
tract or expense. No powers were re- 
quested by the committee to involve the 
town in any financial burden. No action 
was to be taken until the town should 
definitely vote to take it. A year was 
proposed for further thought on the 
matter of the town’s needs. All the ar- 
guments against haste and waste were 
beside the point; neither issue was be- 
fore the meeting. The only suggestion 
of the committee which was not adopted 
in the final vote was the sanction of the 
particular plot of ground. recommended. 
And the meeting did right to decline to 
approve what it was not yet ready to 
sanction. It also did right in authorizing 
further study of the problem by a new 
committee. 

An honest effort to foresee the needs 
of this town in the next quarter-century 
will, in the end, not be rebuffed by our 
ound-minded citizens. These are some 


of the questions upon the solution of 


which the citizens should ponder: 

(1) What buildings is the town like- 
ly to need in coming years? 

(2) Where should they be placed? 
Should they be scattered ineffectively 
or in relation to a definite pre-arranged 
plan? 

(3) The Memorial. Would it be 
better if set apart, or in relation to the 
other needed structures? 

(4) What site is best, if all could be 
planned to stand in a group? 

(5) What will be the eventual ex- 
pense of the centralized plan, and what 
of the separate locations? 

(6) How much needs to be pur- 
chased, at any time, of the land pro- 
posed for a Centre? 

(7) How fast should the town pro- 
ceed, if a central plan were adopted? 

If the citizens will think upon those 
questions, we may have calmer judg- 
ment, atleast, at the next meeting. It is 
not expected that the Town will have to 
provide all the buildings. Undoubtedly 
the Memorial can be built by private 
subscription. This town has had no 
forward-looking plans for the accom- 
plishment of which any sane person 
could be induced to leave money by will. 
If a policy like that of a real Civic 
Centre were adopted, there are many 


citizens who would frame their wills to |* 


include a donation towards its fulfill- 
ment. The thing has happened in many 
places. 

Invidious characterizations are cheap 
material in discussion and only becloud 
reason. None of us has any objection to 
well-meant fun poked at us — it helps 
to enliven a Town Meeting; but a sane 
assembly of good citizens ought not to 
decide the merits of a serious proposal by 
counting the hits in a bout of abuse. By 
the way, friend, wasn’t it pushing com- 
parisons a trifle hard to liken the com- 
mittee’s “ideals” to those of old Kaiser 
Bill? Or are they so bad that the com- 
parison is hard on Bill?

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

Sir: I was curious, after reading di- 
vers iters of yours about the doings at 
Shawsheen Manor, to look out “manor” 
in the dictionary, just to see just what 
the word actually does mean.

I can, for example, imagine 
persons in North Andover or Methuen — 
where, also, there are public libraries 
containing, presumably, dictionaries, — 
being more or less confused by ac- 
counts of dances and dinners at ‘‘ Shaw- 
sheen Manor;” and wondering whether 
the guests really picnicked off the 
grass, and how they managed to trip the 
light fantastic without rubber boots, in 
the by no means arid climate of our 
down-stream suburb, 

I am more concerned, however, with 
the reaction of passers-by in car and 
trolley, at least some of whom should be 
so far Americanized as to understand, at 
least vaguely, the English tongue. Such 
an one, viewing the inevitable sign 
board, and assuming that Andover, of 
all places, knows the meanings of ordi- 
nary words, may also, like myself, turn to 
his dictionary. There will be read some- 
thing to this effect: 

“Manor (O. E. maner, L. manere, so 
called because it was the permanent 
residence of the lord and his tenants). 
Land belonging to a lord, nobleman, or 
great personage. ***Freehold estate 
held by the lord of the manor****en- 
titled to maintain a tenure between 
himself and his copyhold tenants where- 
by feudal relation is maintained***un- 
limited powers of subinfeudation,*** 
and thus keeping up a chain of vassals.

And 
then we hear a lot about rent profiteer- 
ing! 

Let us take the taxation end of it. 
All the taxes combined in all the forms 
in which they are put upon a man make 
the taxes on the average piece of prop-

March Record Month at Memorial 
Hall Library 

The Memorial Hall Library has con- 
tinved to be one of the most popular 
places in Andover, judging by the use 
nade of it during March. In January 
it had a record ot 4090 books borrowed 
tor home reading; for February, of 
1305, and the end of March finds 1891 
books issued during the month. This 
is an average of 181 volumes daily. On 
eight davs over 200 books were issued, 
ond on one day 270 went out. Now, 
with gardening and house-cleening 
claiming attention, there will be less 
time for reading, for March has always 
been the high-water mark of each year's 
cireulation. During March 1920, 3772 
volumes were borrowed, a record which 
shows what increased use the present 
winter has brought.

Chief among these 
improvements are electrical devices 
which have been of the greatest aid to 
the general speed-up program. 

While it is not generally known, the 
United States mints make coins for 
many other countries. Instancing this, 
during the year these coins were made: 
For Peru, 29,195 gold 1-pound blanks, 
13,750,000 nickel pieces and 7,000,000 
bronze pieces; for Argentina, 47,595,000; 
for Nicaragua, 100,000 nickel pieces and 
750,000 bronze pieces; for Siam, 13,175,- 
000 bronze pieces, and for the Philip- 
pines, 11,115,000 silver pieces, 2,000,000 
nickel pieces and 7,600,000 bronze 
pieces. 

Director Baker also has collected 
samples of virtually every medal award- 
ed by all countries during the war, and 
also a collection of war coins. The 
French government in particular pre- 
sented the government with a fine col- 
lection of medals. 

During the last year the mints have 
been closed to the public, but this ban 
soon will be lifted and visitors invited to 
inspect them. 


Campaign Against Weeds Undertak- 
en by Department 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has set on foot what is in- 
tended to be the most comprehensive 
weed survey ever undertaken. Up to 
date comparatively little is known of 
American farm weeds. They are classi- 
fied in botanies and herbariums, but 
there are no definite data in regard to 
their spread; the prevalence of any par- 
ticular weed in any locality; the amount 
of annual damage; new weeds, increase 
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of old species, or local methods of eradi- 
cation. 

To supply the need for such data the 
section of weed investigations has sent a 
questionnaire to all the more than 2,000 
county agents of the department. This 
questionnaire asks the names of the 
five worst weeds in each county in order 
of their importance; the methods, if 
any, used by farmers to combat these 
weeds; and what weed problems are 
especially serious in any particular 
county. 

Comparatively few native American 
weeds have given farmers serious trouble 
but new varieties are constantly arriving 
in foreign seed and through other 
sources. Some of these have become 
such pests that entire farms have been 
abandoned to them. A canvass of 200 
representative eastern farmers showed 
that an average of 22 days a year is 
spent at the busiest season in trying to 
get rid of weeds. Investigations by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry over a num- 
ber of years are taken to indicate that 
cultivation after the seed bed is pre- 
pared has no other use than to destroy 
weeds. If this theory proves correct it 
will add more heavily still to the annual 
expense chargeable to weeds. 


It is the purpose of the department to 
use the projected survey as a basis of op- 
eration in directing a widespread war on 
the weeds now here, or the importation 
of any new ones, and to seek any local 
eradication methods which may _ be 
worth general dissemination.

Lovers 

Massachusetts garden lovers have not 
probab y for years had an opportunity 
to enjoy a flower show of such beauty as 
that promised by the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society and the American 
Rose Society to be held in Horticul- 
tural Hall, April 6-10. 

Roses, from the old-fashioned beauties 
of the garden to the latest and most 
stylish hybrids, will be shown in profuse 
display, while carnations, orchids and 
spring-blooming plants are also entered 
in competition for the thousands of 
dollars of cash prizes and the gold and 
silver medals offered by the two societies. 

Of particular interest to garden lovers 
will be the rose garden class. But the 
leiding rose breeders and growers in 
the country are expected to be present 
at the twenty-first annual convention of 
the Anerican Rose Society, and their 
exhibits are already entered. Among 
prominent introducers of new rose vat- 
ieties and leaders in the rose industry 
who are expected at the show are: Dr. 
Van Fleet of Washington, D. C., Cap- 
tin George C. Thomas of Chestnut Hill, 
Philadelphia, Pa., J. Horace McFarland

rose breeders, growers, distributers 
and lovers of roses to this show from all 
over North America. 


Planning the Garden 


Home gardeners who want early 
cabbage, tomatoes or lettuce should be 
starting the seed in boxes in the house 
just as soon as they ean get the boxes 
and the seed ready for planting. All of 
these plants can be grown to a good size 
indoors before the ground is warm en- 
ough to till, while tomatoes are so much 
slower growing that plants started the 
first week in March will be only well de- 
veloped for transplanting by the end of 
May. Lettuce can be started at any 


time and set outdoors or in a cold frame 
as soon as the soil is workable. 

It is quite possible to have lettuce for 
the table by June’l if the seed is planted 
ut once and the young plants are coaxed 
along. If the gardener has taken the 
precaution to prepare a hot bed, he can 
grow lettuce, radish and cucumbers to 
maturity without setting the plants 
outdoors. 

The garden enthusiast will already 
have his garden planned and his seed 
selected. Other gardeners ought to be 
at it, for the successful garden depends 
on careful planning, selection of the best 
obtainable seed and planting of suitab!e 
varieties at the right time. 

Good seed measures the difference be- 
tween success or failure in most gardens. 
It is a minor item of cost, and so vital a 
factor in the future of the garden that 
cheap seed should not be considered a 
safe economy. It will pay to look up 
varieties for Massachusetts. Georgia 
watermelons, handsome as they are in 
seed catalogs, are a pretty poor invest- 
ment for the New England gardener. 
Seed known to be adapted to Massa- 
chusetts soils and climate, grown by re- 
liable dealers, are the best possible pur- 
chase. Potatoes are an exception. It 
has been proven beyond all doubt that 
northern-grown seed potatoes, from Ver- 
mont, New York or Maine, give larger 
yields than Massachusetts potatoes. 

Liberal applications of fertilizer will 
pay the home gardener. He is an in- 
tensive grower, and he must make every 
inch of his limited space as fertile as 
possible to assure a satisfactory garden. 


Prepare for a Good Peach Crop 


For the second time in six years, 
Massachusetts peach orchards are going 
to set a good crop, according to fruit 
specialists at the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College. There is a possibility 
that a most unseasonable cold wave will 
settle over the state and again disappoint 
peach growers; but the prospects for a 
crop are excellent. 

Peach growers used to expect three 
peach crops in five years, counting on 
Massachusetts winters to kill their 
crop the other two years; but in the last 
five-year cycle there has been just one 
crop, that of 1919. Consequently 
many peach orchards are now in such 
neglected condition that they can 
scarcely be counted on to set a profit- 
able crop. 

Trees that were headed back last 
year are in ideal condition to carry a 
bumper crop this summer; but to head 
back this spring will remove most of the 
bearing wood; and with it the chance of a 
crop. Trees that are worth anything 
this spring will, or should be, given a 
light thinning to throw the vigor of the 
tree into the remaining fruit buds, ac- 
cording to the M. A. C.. fruit depart- 
ments. They advise removing one- 
fourth or one-third of the shoots that 
grew last year. 

With every assurance of a crop, it 
will pay to spray for leaf curl before the 
buds swell, using lime sulphur. If a 
crop is set it must be protected by fur- 
ther spraying, and the orchards should 
be plowed and fertilized. Good peaches 
don’t grow in sod. 


Don’t Waste Good Spray Materials 


A great deal of our spraying is inef- 
fective; we waste time and materials by 
spraying with the wrong materials at 
the right time or with the wrong mater- 
ials at the wrong time. The fruit 
crower can do no better than to follow 
the standard spray schedule as closely 
:s is humanly possible. Let the experi- 
rent station do the experimental work 
and thousands of wasted dollars will be 
saved to the fruit growers. 

The standard spray schedule for ap- 
ples, which appears below, is based on 
the best information that is available on 
the control of apple insects and diseases. 
The materials are the best that have 
been found; the time given for each 
spraying is the one best time that has 
been found for it. There is a reason for 
everything that is there—a_ reason 
backed by long and patient scientific 
research followed by years of tests in 
practice. The grower who substitutes 
other materials for those given, or 
changes the time to meet his own idea, 
must first make sure that certain pests 
are absent from his orchard or that con- 
ditions in his orchard vary enough from 
those under which the schedule was 
built up to warrant the change. Oth- 
erwise he is exposing himself to need- 
less financial loss. 


The Season’s Program 


In most apple orchards, the following 
is about the program which should be 
followed. It does not, however, include 
the sprayings for such special pests as 
gypsy and browntail moths, and a few 
others. 

First Spraying. Early spring, just 
as the buds are breaking. Commer- 
cial lime-sulphur, about 6 gallons, and 
arsenate of lead past 4 lbs., or powder 
2 Ibs., 40% nicotine sulphate, 3-8 pint 
to 50 gallons water. This is for scale, 
aphis, bud moth, and also for certain 
fungous diseases. Unless buds are well 
broken and tips of leaves showing when 
this spray is made, omit arsenate of lead. 
The best spray for scale and aphis. 

Second spraying. Just before the 
blossoms open. Lime sulphur 1 gal., 
40% nicotine'sulphate 3-8 pint, arsenate 
of lead past 3 to 5 lbs., or powder 1} 
to 2} lbs., water 50 gal. There is some 
experimental evidence to show that 5 
to 10:1bs. of lime, slaked and added to 
each 50-gallon cask of spray containing 
lime-sulphur and arsenate of lead, will 
prevent the burning of foliage which 
sometimes follows the use of this com- 
bination. It is, at least, worth trying. 
This spraying is for bud moth, tent 
caterpillar, browntail moth, curculio, 
aphis, red bug, and scab. The best 
spray for scab. 

Third spraying. Within a week after 
the petals fall. Warm weather short- 
ens and cool weather lengthens this 
‘period. Same materials as second spray- 
ing. This spraying is especially for cod- 
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ling moth, curculio, apple scab, red bug, 
gypsy moth and aphis. The best spray 
for codling moth and red bug. 

Fourth spraying. About four weeks 
later. Same materials as the third, 
omitting nicotine. Especially important 
for codling moth, lesser apple worm, 
scab, gypsy moth, sooty fungus of ap- 
ples, etc. 

The relative importance of these dif- 
ferent sprayings will vary with differ- 
ent orchards. Some may be omitted al- 
together in certain sections. There are 
few localities, however, where the sec- 
ond and third will not give excellent re- 
turns on the cost of applying. 

Ask your county agent for Extension 
Bulletin No. 34 “Spraying the Apple 
Orchard,” or send direct to the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College for a cepy. 
It is free. If you are interested in 
spraying peaches, plums, or cherries 
ask for the spraying schedule for stone 
fruits. 


Country School Teachers 


Amherst, March 17’ — “Country 
school teachers should be paid excep- 
tional salaries,” said President Kenyon 
L. Butterfield, discussing the “Rural 
School,” at the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College. ‘For an exceptional 
teacher is required to teach in a one- 
room school. Too often the country 
teacher not only lacks the special train- 
ing so essential to success in rural school 
teaching, but lacks even a good general 
education. This is a vital deficiency that 
can scarcely be made up by any later 
training of our farm boys and girls. The 
teacher is truly the heart of the school, 
and nowhere is this so unqualifiedly the 
case as in the one-room scheol of the 
very small towns. 

“Tt is not necessary that a teacher in a 
country school be one brought up in the 
country; but she must be country- 
minded; she must have a sympathetic 
and an abiding interest in the open 
country, an enthusiasm for the rural 
environment that will lead her to make 
use of this most abundant source of 
educational material and inspiration. 
Her task of teaching children of as- 
sorted ages, without the assistance of a 
corps of supervisors and specialists, de- 
mands that initiative and resource which 
the meagre salaries so generally paid our 
rural teachers can scarcely be expected 
to command. 

“Anything that we can do to equalize 
the opportunities for education, we can- 
not afford to neglect. The State should 
provide, whatever aid is necessary to 
assist our hill towns, in maintaining a 
standard of education comparable to 
that of the larger towns. The poorer the 
town the greater must be the assistance, 
for the state cannot afford to have na- 
tive ability of our farm youth unculti- 
vated because of the mere accident of 
their location, 

“During early school years the coun- 
try child must have precisely the same 


form of education that the city child 


receives. After the first educational 
stage, say at 14, it is highly desirable 
that special opportunity be given the 
farm boy and girl to prepare for lite in 
the country. The first reason for using 
the material of the rural community and 
the facts of agriculture in teaching are 
that they are vastly educational. The 
advantages of the environment thus 
offered should be used to the fullest. 
Country teachers must be careful, how- 
ever, that training be not too technical 
or vocational, or in any way so narrowly 
specialized to matters of the farm that 
the youth of our countryside shall be in 
any way handicapped for competition 
on equal terms with city-trained boys 
and girls.” 


Parcel-Post Delivery for Retail 
Stores 


At first the stores of St. Paul were 
skeptical about the parcel-post delivery 
plan. Many objections were voiced, all 
covering about the same grounds, some- 
thing like this: “‘The taking of our 
wagons and trucks off the street will 
deprive us of considerable advertising.” 
“If two stores hold a heavy sale at one 
time, the sudden rush of business will 
swamp the post office and our merchan- 
dise will not be delivered.” “The de- 
livery of merchandise by a common 
carrier will break the personal contact of

will prove detrimental.” ‘‘Weshalllose 
control over our delivery rooms and will 
not be able to check up and see that our 
customers get the proper degree of ser- 
vice.” 

One by one these objections were met, 
and as the system of delivery inaugu- 
rated by Postmaster Raths commenced 
to prove itself, the store owners began 
to realize that rather than being a 
drawback, the delivery by parcel post 
was more uniform and more reliable 
than any store-owned delivery system 
could be and was gaining for them cus- 
tomers and increasing the sales of 
merchandise. 

The post office placed trained clerks 
in the stores and carried on courses of 
instruction in wrapping and packing of 
merchandise, routing of merchardise, 
etc., with the result that under the par- 
cel-post system of delivery the breakage 
was far less than under the system for- 
merly employed by the stores, and mer- 
chandise was put out more expeditiously 
and with less friction. 

Store executives co-operated close- 
ly with the Federal employees and 
worked with the crews actually deliv- 
ering the merchandise, with the resu!t 
that both learned much that was of 
great value. 

One of the early objections raised by 
the stores was that the new system 
would result in an increase in lost pack- 
ages, and that the store having once 
bulked the merchandise and placed it in 
the hands of another party to be de- 
livered would not be able to trace that 
merchandise and see what eventually 
became of it. 

Careful checking of delivery under the 
parcel-post system showed actually that 
instead of an increase in lost 1 erehan- 
dise, the number of lost packages de- 
creased; and, further, that a more care- 
ful checking of parcels can be had under 
the parcel-post system than under the 
store’s own delivery, since the post 
office would give as much attention to 
tracing a package worth 15 cents as it 
would to # package worth $100, while 
the store delivery-man losing a package 
of trivial value would pay litt'e atten- 
tion to it, allowing it to be charged 
against him. Each store was required 
to make all complaints as to service in 
writing. After the complaint had been 
forwarded to the postmaster it was care- 
fully investigated. 

As every parcel is assigned to its 
route it is carefully listed on a strip of 
paper, with the name of the addressee. 
This piece of paper the carrier wraps 
around his wrist, securing it with a 
rubber band. As he delivered each par- 
cel he checked it. If the parcel could 
not be delivered for some reason or 
other, the reason is noted in a blank 
left for that purpose,so that at the end 
of the day the postman turns in to his 
chief the carefully checked list showing 
what has .become of all packages han- 
dled.—Dry Goods Economist.

Now that 
corsets have been abbreviated to “‘give 
greater freedom to the body,” and to 
some extent have been altogether aban- 
doned, the reformers set up a wail that 
women are immodest. They have no 
sense of decency, and are to be everlast- 
ingly censured for just what they were 
urged to do. 

There is no pleasing them, it seems. 
Why will the reformers not concede the 
dear things the privilege of doing as they 
please? American women may be de- 
pended upon to do the right thing; they 
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not immodest.

The Andover Guild 


The recent sale of food, so success- 
fully conducted for the benefit of the 
Andover Guild, was of special moment in 
that it revealed an ever-ircreasing in- 
terest in the Guild work. The large re- 
ceipts from the sale of course mean 
much for the work, for nothing can be 
eccomplished without a sufficient mon- 
ey backing, but the interest of the 
splendid committee in charge to whom 
the appeal ‘of the work and the need of 
such a community center in Andover for 
the young people of the town, is after all 
the real vital thing. A good work may 
be carried on in a givencommunity, but 
unless that community is alive to the 
actual accomplishment, and takes an 
active interest in making the work pos- 
sible, the impression on the community 
has been only a partial one. 

We have in our midst a community 
center functioning for young people — 
a place to which they may go each day in 
the week — a place where they find ex- 
pression for their life in a greater phy- 
sical development, in a mental stimulus, 
and a place to satisfy their need of social 
enjoyment. Over 300 young people go 
in andout to class work twice each week, 
and the development of this group means 
thought and time and study — the de- 
gree of development, however, in the 
last analysis depends largely on the sup- 
port of the community — for it can go 
as far and be effective to the point of the 
response of the whole to the need of the 
work to be done. It ought not to be a 
question as to the smallest amount that 
can be considered for the work, but ra- 
ther suiting the budget to the size of the 
program. ‘The work offers such possi- 
bilities in every direction, but on every 
hand the budget must be considered. 

During the past few years the Guild 
has been put on a greater self-maintain- 
ing basis with a marked degree of suc- 
cess. The young people are contribut- 
ing a share in carrying the program and 
this is as it should be, for it is theirs to 
enjoy and theirs to carry some of the joy 
of maintenance. Therefore, it is of 
special significance to have many new 
friends in the community who also wish 
to share in making possible this most 
important work, and whonot only havea 


real interest but are ready to work for 


the maintenance of the Guild activities. 
It is hoped that through the enlarged 
circle of friends as a result of the sale 
held under the direction of the follow- 
ing committee, Mrs. Arthur Hall, Mrs. 
Ralph Hadley, Mrs. Frank Buttrick, 
Mrs. Henry Perkins, Mrs. Austin Wade 
and Mrs. Margaret Wickens. there will 
be a greater response than ever before to 
the needs of a large active Guild program 
that can be made out with the full as- 
surance of the backing of such a budget 
necessary by the whole Andover com- 
munity. 


Essex Institute Historical Collec- 
tions 

The leading article of the Essex 
Institute Historical Collections for April 
just issued, is ‘Salem Vessels and Their 
Voyages,” by George Granville Putnam 
of Salem. The maritime history of 
Salem and, indeed, of the whole of Essex 
County, Massachusetts, has never yet 
been adequately written, and while Mr. 
Putnam’s articles do not pretend to be a 
complete study of the subject, yet he 
takes a long step in that direction and 
has thrown light on many hitherto 
obscure parts of Salem’s marine tradi- 
tions. It may be said that the author 
was for many years marine reporter in 
Salem for the New York Herald and is 
now one of the staff of the Salem News. 
He has made a life study of his subject 
and has conducted long searches in old 
log books, the files of the Salem Regis- 
ter, and has also had the help of George 
Henry Allen, one of the last surviving 
old-time Salem ship-owners. 

Altogether, Mr. Putnam’s articles will 
contain a vast amount of hitherto un- 
published material and they will be il- 
lustrated from the rich and unique col- 
lections of the Essex Institute. The first 
article will be devoted to the Sumatra 
Trade, other activities of the old-time 
Salem merchants and captains will be 
dealt with in separate chapters, and, 


eventually, Mr. Putnam’s work will be 
published in book form. 


Other articles appearing in this num- 
ber are: a continuation of the “Burnap- 
Burnett genealogy”, by Henry Wyckoff 
Belknap; the conclusion of the “‘History 


of the Boston and Meine Railroad,” by 
Frarcis B, C. Bradlee; “*Admissions and 
Dismissions, First Church, Haverhill,” 
“Nathaniel Hancock, miniature paint- 
er,”’ by Theodore Bolton of Washington, 
D. C.; “Note on the Population of 
Salem in 1637", by ben Putnam; “‘Bos- 
ton News Letter Items relating to Essex 
County”; and ‘Abstrects of old Nor- 
folk County records,”’ including mater- 
ial of interest to Amesbury, Salisbury, 
Haverhill and Hampton, N. H. 


Gave Relief in Fifty-seven Disasters 


There were fifty-seven major disas- 
ters in the United States in 1920 re- 
quiring American Red Cross disaster re- 
lief, according to Netional headquarters. 
These disasters resulted in the loss of 
425 lives, injuries to 2,700 and pro- 
perty loss estimated <t $11,250,000. 

Relief funds expended by the Red 
Cross in there disasters amounted in 
rourd figures to $780,000, of which 
$30,C00 was disbursed from Chapter 
funds, $483,600 from other sources or 
raised by special appeals, and $208,400 
appropriated from National funds. In 
addition approximately $500,000, large- 
ly made up of special contributions, 
was expended under Red Cross super- 
vision for relief of victims of the flood at 
Corpus Christi, Texas, which occurred 
in 1919. 


Red Cross aid was extended to 159 
communities visited by disaster, affect- 
ing some 3,750 families and involving 
at least 19,000 persons. While emer- 
gency relief was extended to this num- 
ber, more permanent aid for family re- 
habilitation proved necessary in 1,460 
families, representing 7,500 persons. 

Besides administering aid in domestic 
disasters, the American Red Cross suc- 
cored thousands of sufferers in earth- 
quakes in Italy and Mexico, extended its 
aid to the famine sufferers in China and 
participated in relief activities incident 
to an epidemic in Haiti. ‘ 

Of the fifty-seven domestic disasters 
in which the American Red Cross 
figured, twenty-two were fires, three ex- 
plosions, six floods, eleven tornadoes 
end cyclones, two storms and cloud- 
bursts, five shipwrecks, two typhoid 
epidemics, three wrecks and accidents, 
one general relief problem, one grass- 
hopper plague in North Dakota, and 
the continuation of relief for drought 
victims in Montana and North Dakota. 


One hundred and eighteen Red Cross 
chapters during the year had to meet 
disester emergencies and carry on active 
relief work. In addition to these at 
least forty-eight different chapters ren- 
dered some form of relief outside their 
own communities. Thirty-two of these 
chapters had already organized disaster 
preparecness committees and were thus 
eble to test their effectiveness in an 
emergency. 

Ch: pter funds for relief purposes were 
expended by 103 chapters; special ap- 
peals for furds were made by thirty-two 
chapters; emergency relief supplies con- 
sisting of food, clothing and medicines 
were given by ninety chapters, thirty- 
nine of which drew upon already exist- 
ing disaster relief supplies; canteen ser- 
vice was extended in thirty-nine in- 
stances and more than 400 workers and 
volunteers were used in the work. 

Nurses were assigned locally by the 
chapters in 178 instances and in addi- 
tion twenty-seven nurses were sent out 
by divisien offices. First aid was ap- 
plied in forty-one instances and twenty 
emergency hospitals established. Funds 
for the rebuilding of homes were used in 
thirty-two disasters. 

The greater readiness of the chapters 
to participate in local emergencies is re- 
flected in the increased number of in- 
stances tn which the Red Cross was en- 
ibled to administer relief. Following 
the war emergency, the policy of or- 
ganizing disaster preparedress commit- 
tees in the chapters was given a pro- 
minent part in the peace-time program 
of the American Red Cross.

New England Thrift 


A fine example of thrift, says the 
Springfield Republican, has lately been 
revealed by the will of a quiet, hard- 
working farmer who died in the town of 
Wayland in the same house in which he 
was born eighty-nine years ago. Jona- 
than M. Parmenter was his name — 
he was known as a cow farmer, but what 
was not known until after his death was 
that he had accumulated a fortune of 
$1,275,000 of which he left nearly 
$500,000 to his town for a water system, 
for a new hospital and for the existing 
town library. He also left money for 
scholarships at Radcliffe. 

“As a young man Jonathan Parmenter 
and a brother, neither of whom married, 
went into the cattle business. As a re- 
porter for the Boston Globe tells it, the 
brothers soon bought a grazing farm in 
Troy, N. H., and began to develop their 
business on a larger scale: 

““Every spring they bought stocks 
from the farmers of this. and neighbor- 
ing towns, drove up to New Hampshire 
over the road, bred them, and pastured 
them through the summer. From time 
to time they drove down small herds of 
milch cows and sold them to the farm- 
ers hereabouts. Again they brought 
down lots of steers for the stockyards. 
And year by year they managed to adda 
little money to their accumulation, until 
they had several thousands laid aside.’ 

“The old man’s fortune or the major 
part of it was not actually made in the 
cattle trade. But from that came the 
first $10,000 which the brothers invested 
in a successful southern cotton mill. 
And when the income of their invest- 
ments began to roll in, the brothers let 
it accumulate while they continued their 
simple and frugal lives. Henry died but 
Jonathan still went on, old as he was, 
attending to his cattle and driving his 
herds over the road. He never owned or 
drove an automobile, usually went to bed 
at nine o’clock but he would talk cow 
half the night if he could get anyone to 
talk with him. He would rather talk 
cow than do anything else, unless it was 
to make a trade. 

“Here is a New England portrait of 
these immediate times fit to be added to 
the gallery of ‘Thrift Week.’ Frugality 
and the careful investment of savings 
were the basis of the fortune which 
Jonathan Parmenter, the cow farmer, 
oh left to serve useful purposes after 

im.” 


Big Purchase of National Forests 
Authorized 


The national forests of the eastern 
United States, purchased by the Gov- 
ernment for the protection of water- 
sheds of navigable streams, and admin- 
istered by the Forest Service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, vield- 
ed a gross revenue of $110,250 in the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, as 
against less than $72,000 the previous 
year, according to the annual report of 
the National Forest Reservation Com- 
mission, just made public. Since 1917 
the receipts have increased by $88,000 
and it is believed that within five years 
the revenue from these areas will exceed 


$300,000. 

Of the 7,000,000 acres included within 
the originally located areas in the 
southern Appalachians and White 


Mountains, the purchase of 1,796,788 
acres has been authorized to date by 
the commission at a cost of, about 
$10,500,000. The average price paid 
the owners per acre for forested and 
cut-over lands was $5.31. The esti- 
mated net balance of purchase funds 
from the original appropriation of 
$11,600,000 made for this work by 
Congress in 1911, is $445,429. 

This vear Congress has been asked to 
make a lump-sum appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to enable the commission to 
continue its purchase program. There 
is urgent reason for expediting this work. 
Land values are increasing and, due to 
the high cost of lumber, cutting is being 
done much more closely than hereto- 
fore, with the resultant increase of fire 
hazard from the large amount of brush 
and slash left after logging. “New ap- 
propriations will be used, says the con - 
mission, first, to consolidate established 
areas, and, second, to extend the pur- 
chase work to important regions where 
the assistance and example of the Fed- 
eral Government in forestry practice is 
needed. Additional national forests 
should be established in Kentucky, 
West Virginia, southwestern New York 
and northwestern Pennsylvania, on the 
watersheds of the Ohio and Allegheny 
Rivers and streams of like importance. 
There are also suitable locations for 
purchase areas in the rough section of 
northeastern Mississippi, in the moun- 
tains of Oklahoma, and possibly in north- 
eastern Texas. 

The development of the timber re- 
sources and the protection of the for- 
ests from fire are the leading adminis- 
trative considerations in the eastern 
National forests. There has also been 
a remarkable increase in the use of these 
forests as recreational grounds. To 
meet this growing demand the Forest 
Service is providing camping grounds 
furnished with woods, fireplaces, shelter 
houses, clean springs and sanitary im- 
provements for the comfort and con- 
venience of visitors. The chief impor- 
tance of the forests, however, aside from 
their protection features, is their use as 
demonstration areas where lumbermen 
and others interested in wood-using in- 
dustries can actually see the profits that 
may accrue from the scientific handling 
of forest areas.

blazing ruins of that building. The cata- 
logue of similar disasters might be al- 
most indefinitely extended, showing a 
total of many millions of dollars’ worth 
of property and many lives destroyed 
every year, through the criminal care- 
lessness of smokers. That some action 
should be taken to abate so great an 
evil, will generally be conceded, but pru- 
dence will dictate that it be rational, 
just and efficient, and not fanatical and 
impractical. To penalize all smokers for 
the sins of a few would be unjust. To 
enact a law which would forbid the 
President to smoke in the White House, 
or Senators and Representatives in the 
cloak rooms of the Capitol, would be 
absurd, and would probably provoke 
violations of the law more mischievous 
than present practices. Much more 
rational is the proposed law in Massa- 
chusetts, under which a person causing a 
fire through negligence or carelessness 
would be held responsible for the damage 


done. It might be well, also, to impose 
a smart fine upon any person who 
throws down a lighted match or lighted 
cigar or cigarette within a public build- 
ing or on a frequented public walk. — 
Harvey’s Weekly.
